Senator Major: Dear Sir—At the earnest sugges- 
tion of the members of the grand jury now as- 
sembled in St. Louis, I am instructed to make a 
request of you to transmit to this body or to per- 
senally appear before same with any information 
you may possess wherein any of the : public offictals 
of the city have been gullty of any violation of 
the law.

“Yes,” replied Cornish, and he then went 
on to tell the story of the events which 
led up to the quarrel with Molineaux. 

Cornish said he suspected Molineaux of 
the crime. His theory was that in an at- 
tempt to take his (Cornish’s) life Mrs. 
Adams was unintentionally poisoned. The 
po'son in the bromo-selzer bottle was in- 
tended for him 

Cornigh was intensly dramatic in his tes-

‘Young Mr. Stephenson’s Kentucky Es- 


capades Now Described as

were twice married within two weeks at 
Belleville, are not living together. Mrs. 
Stephenson is at the home of her faiher, 
James F. Jones, 1206 Shawmut pl. Mr.

ily. 

The young wife’s father says they are 
gOing to live together as soon as Stephen- 
s0On can make arrangements for starting 
housekeeping, but he does not explain why 
his son-in-law is not made welcome in the 
meantime at his bride’s home. 

A telegram from Louisville to the Peost- 


Dispatch Wednesday afternoon gave the 
facts about the young husvand which came 
to the knowledge of the bride and her fam- 
lly over a week ago and resulted in the 
second marriage. 

This telegram states that untf! a few 
months ago Stephenson lived at Versaliles, 
Ky., and that ne has been involvea in a 
number of escapades. 

His @orrect full name is W. Teague Ste- 
venson. He be.ongs to one of the leading 
families of the Blue Grass region. He 18 
“i years old, Formerly he was a favorite 
beau in Versailles society. Ever s.nce he 
attained his majority his high-rolling pro- 
pensit.es are said to have cost his :ather 
in the past several years a good pile of 
money. 

A year ago Stevenson was indicted by the 
Woodtord Circuit Court on a charge of 
forging his father’s name to a check. The 
indictment caused some excitement and 
Stevenson fled. Later he returned, was ar- 
rested and placed under bona. A few 
weeks afterward he attempted suicide by 
shooting himself and for several weeks 
hovered ‘between life and death. 

Hast fall when he recovered he came to 
St. Lou.s and lived at 2806 Clark av. under 
the assumed name of H, T. Van Senden. 
wie formed the acquaintance of a young 
man in the employ of Col..

ARTILLERY, GATLINGS AND 
KRAGS MOW NATIVES DO 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Gen. Otis to-day 
cabled the War Department as follows: 

Manila, Feb. 23.—Adjutant-General, Wash- 
ington: There were determined endeavors 
to burn this city last night. Buildings 
were fired in three different sections of the 
city. The fires were controlled by the Unit- 
ed States troops after severe labor. A con- 
siderible number of incendiaries were shot 
and a few soldiers wounded. Early thie 
morning a large body of insurgents made 
a demonstration off Gen. Arthur's front 
near Culoocan and were repulsed. The loss 
of property by the fire last ngiht was prob- 
ably half a million dollars. OTIS. 


MANILA, Feb. 23.—In their desperate at- 
tempt to destroy Manila last night, native 
incendiaries set fire to the city in three dif- 
ferent sections and nearly 1000 buildings 
were burned. . 

At daylight this morning the Filipino

The enemy made a furious attack in an 
endeavor to pierce the American line, but 
were met by an effective artillery and in- 
fantry fire, while the machine guns mowed 
great gaps in the ranks of the Malays. 


While this attack was in progress small 
1 bodies of natives, evidently a part of those 
who set fire to the city last night, were 
found inside our lines between the city and 
the outposts. 

Small forces of Americans were detached 
to drive them out and for a time the firing 
in front of the city was incessant. The 
Filipinos were finally driven beyond mus- 
ketry range. 

From 8 to 10:30 a. m. the Monadnock 
joined in the engagement, hurling ten-inch 
shells over the American lines into bodies 
of the enemy as indicated by the signa! 
corps. 

So far our casualties are one man killed 
and ten men wounded. At Il o'clock there 
were sharp engagements at the Chinese 
cemetery and at San Pedro Macati, almost 
simultaneously, but the artillery fire from 
both positions drove the enemy back. 

From the high towers of the city fires 
can be seen burning at a dozen different 
points outside. Some of these are prob- 
ably due to the Monadnock's shells. 

It is now evident that the attempt to 
burn ‘Manila was part of a general pian, 
laid by Aguinaldo, to recapture the city. 
The insurgents hoped to create a panic, 
draw a part of the American force from 
the trenches ard in the confusion they con- 
fidently expected to break through the lines 
and retake Man!la. 

Scores of rebels have been arrested in 
the Tondo district, where the fire was most 
disastrous. A band of © rebeis, having 
two carloads of arms and accouterments, 
was captured in a house.

TROOPS LINE THE STREETS. 


IMPOSING PROCESSION TO CATHE. 
DRAL OF NOTRE DAME. 


The Wife and Daughter of the Dead 
President Did Not Take Part in 
the Funeral Ceremonies, but 
Remained at Elysee. 


PARIS, Feb. 23.—Crowds of peop'e anx- 
ious to witness the funeral procession 
which was to bear the remains of the late 
President Felix Faure front the Elysee 
Palace, where they have been lying In state 
since Friday last, began to assemble early 
to-day along the line of the route to be 
followed from ‘the palace te Notre Dame 
Cathedra!. Some of the people took up po- 
sittons as early as midnight, and by 9 
had gathered 
along the champs BPilysees and- the Palace 
de la Concorde. They magsed themselves 
on benches and tresties, behind hedges of 


lined the route. 


At 9:30 a. m. the various socleteis bear- 


ing wreaths arrived, and were stationed 
along the Champs Elysees. They were fol- 
lowed by detachments of cadets from St. 
Cyr, the polytechnic and naval academy 
and by detachments of marines who took 
up a position on the Faubourg St. Honore, 
preparatory to forming the escort of honor 
about the funeral car. 


ties, headed by the President of the 
House, M. Deschanel, arrived at the Elysee 
Palace at 9:%. They were saluted by the 
troops drawn up there with flags nying. 
The newly elected President, M. Emile 
Loubet, then drove up in a landau. He wore 
the cordon of the Legion of Honor and was 
accompanied by Gen. Davout, Duke of 
Aurestaodt, Gnand Chancellor of the Legion 
of Honor, who was seated beside him, The 
President was escorted by a squadron of 
Cuirrassiers. On his arrival the troops pre- 
sented arme, the trumpets rang oul a 84- 
lute and the drums rolled in his honor as 
he entered the court yard of the palace. 


In the meantime the car containing the 
remains of the late President had been 
transferred from the Saile des Fetos and 
placed upon a catafalque in tne porch, 
which was transformed temporarily into a 
chapelle ardente. All the officers of .the 
military household took part in the cere- 


mony. 

Mme. and Mile. Faure, who had been 
praying the greater part of the night be- 
side the remains, attended mass at 8 o’clock 
in the chapel of the palace, They then re- 
tired to thelr apartments and did not take 
part in the processton or in the funeral cer- 
emonies, though they heard mass at noon 
in the chapel of the Elysee. The hearse, 
drawn by six horses, each led ‘by a foot- 
man, entered the courtyard of the palace 
at. 9 o’ciock. It was a magnificent car, 
with large black plumes, and having a 
dome decorated with silver stars. The 
hangings, which were of sable velvet, bore

SURPRISE IN MISS SMITH’S

Miss Smith says that the in- 
ttimacy continued for some time, the dentist 
protesting his love and intention to marry 
her and she suffering agonies of remorse 
for her conduct. Finally she left him and 
went to Chicago, where she found employ- 
ment with a dentist In a capacity similar 
to that she had occupied in Dr. Lowry’, 
offic 

‘Mis® Smith, according to the story told 
by her. had been in Chicago but a few 
weeks when her old employer began mak- 
‘ng overtures to her to return to his em- 
ploy. She met him by appointment in Em- 
poria, Ill, and there he is said to have reit- 


ing that he could not do without her and 
renewing h.s promise to make her his wife. 
Yielding to his pleading, ‘Miss Smith be- 
came tne ent for an invention of Dr. 
Lowry’'é, undertaking to introduce the ar- 
ticle among Chicago dentists. The under- 
standing was said to be that his promise 
of marriage Was to be fulfilled as s00n as 
he had ri himeelf of hie debts. To this 
end Misa Smith aeys she labored long and 
faithfully to sell the invention.

One Hundred Witnesses Will Testify

Wher the Campbell Aligaier murder case 
Wos called in Judge Talty’s division of 
the Criminal Court Thursday morning at 
10:15 o'clock, the big courtroom was crowded 
with spectators. There were many women 
in the room and they possessed a different 
appearance from those usually present alt 
the trial of criminal cases. The women 
Were well dressed and were refined. 

In the front row of the seats reserved 
for spectators were three of the de fendant’s 
nearest relatives. His mother, dressed en- 
tirely in black; with a small black bonnet 
surmounting a head covered with smoothly 
brushed snow-white ha'‘r, cat between het 
two daughters, Betty Allga‘er and 
Mrs. Mamie Petty. The mother's face is 
beautiful and does not show the years that 
would be indicated by her white hair. Miss 
Betty Allgaier, who, it will be alleged, was 
the innocent cause of the controversy that 


resulted in her brother killing James A. 
Baker iast August, sat on her mothers’ left. 
She is the picture now of perfect heath. 
For several months after the tragedy her 
physical and mental condition gave her 
relatives much cause for anxiety. 

Miss Aligaier is a handsome woman. She 
is probably 21 or 22.years old. Her figure 
is plump, but not stout. Her face is oval, 
and she has large dark-brown eyes. Mrs. 
Petty is rather slight of build, She is 
dark and, like her sister, has a wealth of 
et black heir. An air of anxiety couid 
os seen in the demeanor of these three 
women, who have so much at stake, and 
yet there was an air of unmistakabie con- 
fidence. 

Mrs. Anna Baker, the widow of the man 
who was kitled.was earty in court. She 
did not take a seat, but walked. directly 
through the room into the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s private office, followed by two women 
companions, She is tall, slender and grece- 
ful. She walked across the courtroom slow- 
ly and with dignity. A thick black vel) 
concealed her features. 

Attorneys William 8&8. Anthony, Simon 
Bass and John 1. Martin, for the defense, 
and Circuit Attorney Eggers, Charles H. 
Krone and,ex-Gov. Char.es P. Johnson, the 
latter of ‘whom has been retrained as spe- 
cial counsel for the State, held whispered 
consultations preparing for the importani 
legal battle.

LOUIS JONES A WITNESS. 


Chief Deputy Assessor Tells How As- 
sessments.Are Made. 

Louls 8S. Jones, Chief Deputy Assessor, 
who has held that posit.on 16 years, testi- 
fied: 

There are about 50 employes in the Assessor's 
office. The regular force is about 40: including 

10 district assessors, there are 50 employes. 

» 10 assessors are appointed by the Mayor for 
a term of four years, and contirmed by the Council. 
The President of the Board of Aasessors is elected. 
This board makes the assessment. After the aa- 
s@esinent on real estate is made the assessment is 
transcribed on plat in the office. After the as- 
sessment on the Ist of June the depwies canvags 
their respective districts and appraise the land 
and improvements for assessment. This appraitse- 
ment is noted by the depaties on the office plats. 

The office keeps a record of transfers of proper- 
ty. The plats are distributed. among the. clerks 
of the office. who enter the various appraisements 
on the asseesment books. This completed. the of- 
flee advertises that the books are open to inspection 
and show the assessment on real and personal 
property. 

(on the day the books are opened a Board of 
Equalization meets, consisting of tour members, 
appointed by the nine Cireuit Judges. This board, 
With the President of the Board of Assessors, who 
is ex-officio chairman, sits four weeks and listens 
to appeals. The board aleo examines assessments 
made on big me ring They frequently raise as- 
eessmients as weil as reduce them. 

Street railway personal property is ro longer as- 
sessed. The companies make sworn statements as 
to thelr personal property; the real estate is as- 
sessed by the beack 

Mr. Jones read from the reccrds of his 
office figures showing the assessment on 
the personal property of the several street 
railway companies for 1898. In nearly every 
case the return was increased by the 
Board of Equalization. 

He showed that the total returns on per- 
sonal property by all the street railway 
companies of the city was $3,432,980, which 
was increased by the Board of Bqualiza- 
tion to $4,978,040. The tota)] real estate as- 
seS8sment was $1,140,290. 

Mr. Jones testified that the Board of 
Equalization at ‘ts meetings heard teati- 
mony as to values, and frequently required 
taxpayers to pfoduce the books of their 
business enterprises. | 

He stated that his office asseesed only 
the personal and real property of steam 
roads that was in the city. he balance 
was assessed by the State Board of Faqual- 
ization. The last c'ty Board of Equaliza- 
tion was composed of Charles Nagel, Chas. 
H. Bailey, Obert Rutledge and Austin 
Hoffman. 

As a rule operty in a given block is 
assessed uni orsely. A higher assessment 
ia made on corner lots, a ! 
on lots above or below grade. Real estate 
is gssessed each year. There are increases 
and decreases each year.

OXFORD, England, Feb. 2%.—The Lubor 
College, or College for Labor leadera, called 
Ruskin Hall and founded by two young 
Americans, Messrs. W. Vrooman and C. A. 
Beard, was formally opened last evening 
at the Oxford Town Hall at a a largely at- 
tended meeting presided over by F. York 
Powell, professor of modern history in the 
Univers ity of Oxford. f 

Representatives’ of trade and labor were 
present from various parts of the king- 
dom. Mr. Vrooman delivered the inaugural 


address. He recalled the discouragements 
he and Mr, Beard had experienced both in 
the United Stites and .n England. They 
had been told, he Baid, that they woud 
find no enthusiasm in kngland for such an 
undertaking; but the meeiing to inaugurate 
it was ampie proof to the contrary. In 
conciuding his address he declared that 
Ruskin Hall should ever stand ‘for the 
alliance of English-speaking people, the 
surest guarantee of peace and berty. 

Mr. Beard formaliy admitted over seventy 

students to the prvileges of the instiru- 
tions, though not all can have residence 
at present. He urged them to do earnest 
and faithful work, which wouid determine 
the fate of Ruskin Hall.

At 10 o’clock this morning they reported 
i that 1 shares of stock had been voted out 
of a possible 2000, which insured the elcc- 
tion of a new board, composed of Chr.s 
Von der Ahe, J. W. Peckington, Edward F. 
Joy, Charlies P. Higgins and Henry Bei- 


meler. 

They, in turn, will elect Chris Yon der 
Ahe President; J. W. Peckintong, Vice- 
President, and award F. Joy, Secretary. 

As soon as Von der Ahe and his friends 
had cast their votes they sat down in the 
little office and commenced a friendly game 
of draw.

“It will be seen that one of the main 
purposes of the founders of our Govern- 
ment was to secure for themselves and for 
posterity the blessings of liberty. That 
purpose has been faithfully followed, up to 
this time. Our statesm<n have opposed 
each other upon economic questions, but 
they have agreed in defending self-govern- 
ment as the controlling national idea. They 
have quarreled among themselves over tariff 
and finance, but they have been united in 
thelr opposition to an entangling alliance 
with any European power. 

“Under this policy our nation has grown 
in numbers and in strength. Under this 
policy its beneficent Influence has encircled 
the globe, Under this policy the taxpayers 
have been spered the burden and the men- 
ace of a large military «stablishment, and 
the young men have been taught the arts 
of peace rather than the science of war. 
On each returning Fourth of July our peo- 
»le have met to celebrate the signing of the 

eclaration of Independence; their hearts 
have renewed their vows to free inetitu- 
tions, and their voices have praised the 
forefathers, whose wisdom and courage and 
patriotism made it possible for each suc- 
ceeding generation to repeat the words, 

“My country, ‘tia of thee, 
Sweet land of Mberty, 
Of thee I cing. 

“This sentiment was well-night universal 
until a year ago. It was to this sentiment 
that the Cuban insurgents appealed; it was 
this sentiment that impelled our people 80 
into war with Spain. Have the people so 
changed within a few short months that 
they are now willing’to apologize for the 
War of the Revolution, and force upon the 
Filipinos the same syetem of government 
against which thie colonists protested with 
fire and sword? 


“The hour of temptation has come, but 
temptations do not destroy; they merely 
test the strength of individuals and nations.

WU REVERES WASHINGTON. 


But Is Dazzled by President McKin- 
ley’s Imperialism. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Speaking at the 
Washington birthday banquet of the South- 
ern Society last night Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chinese Minister, galid he had heard of 


Washington and revered his memory. When 
a boy in China he had understood that 
Washington had confined himself to the 
country which he governed. 
His successors had done likewise. A 
change had come, however, within the last 
year. There were those who accused Presl- 
dent McKinley of imperialism. The Prest- 
dent’s idea of imperialism means civiliga- 
tion and liberty. For himself he would add 
the qualification of fairness to men of all 
parties without regard to their race or 
color. The United States now ssessed 
the Philippines. There was a Gnouesion 
whether or not this country should keep 
them The ‘hesitation was commendab 
because it showed a noble gpirit. A costl 
gift bestowed upon an ignoble man woul 
be accepted by him without question. The 
Philippines were near neighbors of the 
Chinese Empire and his people would rather 
have friendly neighbors than unfriendly 
ones. The trade of this country with China 
was increasing and with the establishment 
of our government in these islands this 
trade would be greatly increased. There 
was one obstacie that stood in the way of 
thorough friendly relations between this 
country and China and that was the Chi- 
nese exclusion act.
